If British rule were to col- 
lapse as suddenly and completely as did the 
Kerensky government in Russia there is 
every probability that the condition of the 
people of India would be as horrible three 
years hence as is that of the Russian peas- 
ants at the present time. 

Giv western ideas and desires to the 
people ot India without first giving them 
the intelligence to assimilate the ideas and 
the means to gratify their desires would be 
| as deadly as giving them wood alcohol. The 
average cost of living under the American 
government is ten times that in India, Is 
it going to ameliorate the condition of the 
native population to give them longings 
without supplying the things necessary to 
satisfy them? 

To raise the standard of living in India 
production must be doubled or the popula- 
tion must be cut in half. That is a state 
| ment of economic truth that all the mouth- 
Ings of all the demagogues in the world can- 

not change. It is possible that an uprising, 

fomented and financed by the enemies of 
Great Britain, might destroy Britis’ rule. 
But what would come after? Look at the 
| fate of the Russian people, who were made 
self-governing before they were yet capable 
of self-government, and answer.

IS NORMALCY. 


Anxiously Waits for Genoa 


Conference. 


Nation’s Navy Virtually Has 
Been Scrapped. 


Heroic Struggle is Made to 
Balance Budget. 


[BY CABLE—EXCIAMIVE DIerPaTcT) 

ROME, Feb. 27.— Italy's present 
overwhelming purpose is to get 
back to normalcy. That is why 
former Premier Bonomi was 
anxious to arrange for the Genoa 
economic conference. 

Italy obtained in the peace of 

St. Germain its two national de- 
sires—the annexation of the Italia 
Irredentia and the removal of the 
Austrian threat. As to the first 
there are some local alterations, as 
shown by Fiume, which may blaze 
up again any day, and by the five 
German and Slav Deputies elected 
to the Italian Chamber by the 
newly annexed territories. As to 
the second, the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire has been broken up into 
six antagonistic fragments and has 
passed from mind. Hence it is 
said that Italy has felt a freeness 
to disarm not shared by France, 
which is vet apprehensive of Ger- 
man revenge, and England, with 
ite world empire to guard. 
NAVY VIRTUAILWY SCRAPPED. 
The Italian navy virtually has 
been scrapped. The flag of Savoy 
today waves from but 150 ships 
and ig upheld by only 20,000 men. 
Before the war there were 225,000 
men in the afmy and at the time 
et the armistice, 6,000,000, while 
now there are only 175,000. 

One of the modern warfare prac- 
tices. indulged in during the late 


orable mention in the Root resolu- 
tion was that of stirring up revolu- 
tions in enemys countries. Russia 
and Germany fell for this super- 
poison gas. Italy reeled before it 
at Caporetto and nearly succumbed 
to it after peace was signed. In 
1921 the workmen of Turin and 
Milan fiossessed themselves of fac- 
tories in which they were employed 
while peasants in Sicily seized the 


estates of absentee landlords in 
emulation of chp moujiks of the 
steppes. 


Italy came bravely through its 
social rebellion, but the cost was 
considerable with the cessation of 
industry added tothe heavy burden 
of that built up by the war. 

From the dawn of the tnduse- 
trial peace until now the succes- 
sive governments have struggled to 
balance their budgets. The 1922 
19823 income, it s estimated, will be 
15,.763,000,000 lire, the expenses 
18,525,000,000 and the deficit 
2,762.90. lire. The last budget 
is represented to be the best pos- 
Able under the present world con- 
ditions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—‘Con- 
gressman Lineberger of Long 
Beach today had a long conference 
with President Harding and told 
him of his observations while in 
France and Germany for a period 
of two months. He outlined in 
conaliderable detail the commercial 
and industrial movements which 
he observed in both countries and 
gave the President his reflex of the 
conditions and sentiments now pre- 
vailing there, especially in the 
Rhine Valley.

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COURT UPHOLDS 
SUFFRAGE LAW. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The! 
constitutionality of the women’s 
suffrage or Nineteenth Amendment 


was sustained today by the Su- 
preme Court in an unanimous de- 
— rendered by Justice Bran- 
eis. 

The challenge came from the 
State of Maryland, where Oscar 
Leser and others sought to pre- 
vent the registration of two women 
as qualified voters in Baltimore. 
Leser and his asseciates contended 
that the Constitution of Maryland 
limited suffrage to men; that the 
Legislature of Maryland had re- 
fused to ratify the women's suf- 
trage amendment and that the 
amendment had not become a part 
of the Federal Constitution. The 
Maryland State courte sustained 
the amendment. 

The contention that an amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution 
relating to additions to the elec- 
torate cannot be made without the 
consent of the State, the court dis- 
posed of by reference to the Fif- 
teenth, or equal suffrage, Amend- 
ment, declaring that one cannot 
be valid and the other invalid. It 
pointed out that the validity of 
the Fifteenth Amendment had 
— recognized for half a cen- 
ury. 


STATE RIGHTS NULIAFIED. 

The suggestion that several of 
thirty-six States which ratified the 
Nineteenth Amendment had pro- 
visions in their State constitutions 
which prohibited the | latures 
from ratifying could not enter- 
tained, the court stated, because 
the State legislatures derived their 
power in such matters from the 
Feleral Constitution, which “tran- 
ecends any timitations sought to be 
imposed by the people of a State.” 

The remaining objection that the 
ratifying resolutions of Tennessee 
and West Virginia were inopera- 
tive because adopted in violation 
of legislative procedure in those 
States, may have been rendered 
“Immaterial,” the court declared, 
by the subsequent ratifiaction of 
the amendment by Connecticut and 
Vermont. 


BINDING ON SECRETARY. 

The contention was disposed of, 
however, on a broader ground, the 
court stated, adding that the Sec- 
retary of State, having issued a 
proclamation of the ratification of 
the amendment by the legisiatures 
of thirty-six States, the amend- 
ment to all intents and pur 


poses 
ad become a part of the Copsti- 
tution. As Tennessee and West 
Virginia had power to ratify, and 
had officially notified the Secretary 
of State that they had done 80. 
their action was binding upon the 
Secretary, and upon being certified 
by that official, had become con- 
clusive upon the courts. 

The court announced, in 4is- 
posing of the case, which had been 
brought on appeal on a writ of 
error, that it granted the petition 
of the parties for a writ of cer- 
tiorart, but the decision today so

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 27.—Just 
as a severe hail and rainstorm 
broke in Bakersfield last night, a 
blinding flash of lightning struck 
the house of Thomas P. Pyle, on 
Bernard street, in East Bakers- 
field, setting fire to the dwelling, 
which burned to the ground. 
Members of the family escaped 
without injury. 


The lightning hit the roof of 
the dwelling. In a few minutes it 
was a mass of flames. Al the 
contents of the house except the 
furniture in a front room was lost, 
the loss totaling about $4009. 

Mr. Pyle had gone out to escort 
a party of friends to his home for 
dinner when the flash hit his res- 
dence. When the fire department 
reached the blaze, it had gained 
such headway that efforts to 
save the bullding were futile. The 
flash: which struck the home was 
followed by several more, accom- 
panied by . deafening claps of 
thunder. 

The two small children of Mr. 
and Mra. Pyle had not gone to 
bed because of the impending vis- 
its of friends of the family. Had 
it not been for this circumstanae 
they would have been sleeping on 
a sleeping deck on top of the 
house when it was struck. 

The point where the flash from 
the sky found contact with the 
house is a mystery. There were 
no electric wires or other metal 
exp on the roof, it was said. 
Thel fire was discovered itmmedi- 
ately after the flash streaked the 
sky directly over the house. 

The dieaster of last night is 
the first record of a home here be- 
ing destroyed by lightning.

Evidence at 
Haupt Inquest. 


Mother of Dead Man Still 
Ignorant of Tragedy. 


Friend Says Business Man 
Had Had Reverses. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

PASADENA, Feb. 27.—Although 
a Coroner’s jury at the inquest 
here today brought in a verdict 
that Edward Pau! Haupt had died 
from inhaling gas, probabjy with 
suicidal intent, some of the testi- 
mony indicated that the death of 
tho young business man might have 
been an accident. 

Mr. Haupt, who was president 
of the Haupt Construction Com- 
Pany of Los Angeles and son-in- 
law of Hulett C. Merritt, Pasadena 
millionaire, was found dead in bed 
last Friday afternoon at his home 
at 70 South Orange Grove avenue. 

The inquest was concluded at 
noon today and this afternoon, at 
the Church of the Flowers, Forest 
Lawn Cemetery, funeral services 
for Mr. Haupt were held, conducted 
by Dr. Calderwood, rector of the 
Episcopal Churoh in Glendale. 

It fs sald that Mr. Haupt's moth- 
er, Mrs. Edward P. Haupt, Sr., of 
Los Angeles, is seriously n in a 
Los Angeles hospital and has not 
been told of her son's tragic 
death. 

Principal testimony at the in- 
quest today was that of Howard 
H. Lewis of Los Angeles and 
Charles H. Dickinson of South Pas- 
adena, close friends of Mr. Haupt, 
who found his body in a gas-filled 
bedchamber of the Haupt home 
here when they called Friday to 
learn why he had not kept a busi- 
ness appointment in Los Angeles. 

They found the hose on a gas- 
heater separated from the feed 
pipe, and the gas turned on. Mr. 
Haupt drank intoxicating lNquor at 
times and a bottle of gin, practi- 
cally gone, found in his bed, was 
introduced at the inquest. Mr. 
Lewis testified that he might acci- 
dentally have disconnected the hose 
from the stove while intoxicated. 
Mr. Dickinson testified that Haupt’s 
hearing was not good and he 
might not have noticed the sound 
of escaping gas. 

Mr. Lewis said that, while Haupt | 
had met some business reverses 
the past year, he had not been in 
a despondent mood. He voiced the 
opinion that ff his friend had com- 
mitted suicide he would have left 
a note. 

A peculiar circumstance brought 
out by the testimony of Mr. Lewis 
and Edward Loftus, a gardener. | 
was that Mr. Haupt had a fire in 
his bedroom on Wednesday night 
of last week. In some mianner he 
had set. fire to his bedclothes and 
had put them out by throwing 
them in the bathtub. Loftus saw 
Haupt throw the remnants of the 
burned bedding on a rubbish pile 
Thursday afternoon. Indications 
showed that the bedding had been 
burned in his own bedroom and 
that afterward he went to his wife's 
bedroom. It was there he was 
found. Mrs, Haupt was away, vis- 
iting at the Merritt ranch in Tu- 
lare count, and Haupt was alone 
in the house. 

The fury deliberated 
fifteen minutes and returned a ver- 
dict that he died from inhaling 
gas, with suicidal! intent. The in- 
quest was held at the undertak- 
ing rooms of Turner & Stephens.

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QUICK RISE IN STERLING. 


Market Fumishes Sürprises Through Session; Politics 
A ffects Situation to Large Extent.

In so as that an- 
nouncement accounts for today’s 
exchange rates, NM indicates re- 
version of influences from the eco- 
nomic considerations which have 
recentiy ruled the market to the 
political considerations which dom- 
inated it in the early days of the 
Washington Arme Conference. 


POLITIC EVENTS. 

Tt is probable that even expert- 
enced international bankers have 
underrated the power of political 
events in moving the market for 
exchange, precisely as many of 
them underrated the nature of the 
economic changes which were visi- 
bile last summer. It is often re- 
marked that rise in exchange be- 
cause of political occurrences fa- 
vorable to a given country t» a 
sentimental movement, and that 8 
true. But it has not been as clear- 
ly recognized as it used to be be- 
fore the war that sentiment di- 
rects or arrests the international 
flow of capital which sa potent fac- 
tor in exchange rates.

The farmer, the lumberman and 
the stockgrower have 
through the worst period and have 
readjusted their operating costs, 
and the outlook for 1922 is very 
encouraging. 

Retail trade showed favorable 
signs of improvement at the end 
of 1921, and this improvement ts 
reflected in the business of the 
wholesaler and manufacturer.

The normal of prewar years can
